WASHINGTON, February 19.—In the 


senate today Mr. Carter of Montana, 
offered ft resolution to recommit the 
tariff bill to the Onance committee for 
further consideration. This move by 
one of the four Republican senators" who 
voted against taking up the tariff bill 
caused 
much 
interesting 
comment. 


Mr. Carter did not preas the leaolutio'n 
but said he was likely to'take it up 
next Monday when he would address 
the sem.te. The announcement was ac- 
cepted aa foreshadowing a etatement of 
the attitude and purposes of the silver 
senators who voted ugainat considering 
the tariff bill. 


It was definitely arranged that the 


Cuban question would bo taken up at 2 
o'clock tomorrow, all appropriation billa 
thus far reported to thu senate being 
cleared from tbe calendar. The diplo- 
matic und consular appropriation bill 
waa passed during the day. 


The close of tiie day waa marked by 


an amusing controversy between Mr. 
Alien, Populist of Nebraska and Mr. 
Call, Democrat of Florida, which kept 
the senators and spectators in roars of 
laughter for half an hour. 


Abo.-'.; sixty private pension billa 


were passed during tbe day. The bill 
pensioning the widow of the late Secre- 
tary Greahain aa brigadier general at 
$200 monthly, with an amendment 
making the amount $100 monthly, went 
over without action to permit Mr. Voor- 
heea to apeak against this amendment. 


Soon after the senate session opened, 


Hill, Democrat of New York, spoke con- 
cerning the hundreds of petitions he has 
received from all parta of the country as 
to the prohibition of the sale of beer at 
Ellis island where immigrants arrive. 


The senator aaid ho could not see why 


the sale of beer to immigrants was a 
serious matter. 


"I am inclined to believe," eaid Hill, 
"that a glass of beer would be very wel- 
, come to these immigrants when landing 
' in this country. 


Lodge presented a senate resolution 


directing the finance committee to In- 
vestigate and report on the c.rcutn- 
stanceti attending the eule of United 
States bonds during 1894. 1895 and 1896, 
and tho disposition of the proceeds of 
such sales. The resolution went over. 
It is precisely tho same as the resolution 
which lost its parliamentary status yea- 
terday by Hill's speech carrying the de- 
bate up-to 2 o'clock, except it directs 
the finance committee, instead o( a spe- 
cial committee, to make tlie investiga- 
tion. 


At 5.05 p.m. the senate adjourned.

WASHINGTON, February 19.—The houae 


today devoted itself strictly to business. 
The army appropriation bill, carrying 
$23,27^.902, was passed, the conference 
report of tho urgent deficiency bill was 
adopted und the bill to extend for lire 
years the time in which the government 
can brine suite to annul patents to pub- 
lic lands under railroad and wagon road 
grunts was paHHud. 
' The following proviso was also added 
to the bill: 


"That no suit shall b» brought nor 


shall recovery bo had for lands that 
were patented in lieu of other lands cov- 
ered by Brants which w.eru lost or relin- 
quished by llie grantee owing to the fail- 
ure of tho government to withdraw the 
same from eulc or entry." 


The substitute for the bill ollered by 


Mr. Me Rao, Democrat o! Arkansas, to 
repeal outright thu limitation of the act 
of 1S!U waa defeated, 72 to MS). 


Mr. Viekler, Republican ot South Da- 


kota, offered an amendment to the 
army appropriation bill providing that 
no oll'icer of the array should be detailed 
to duty as an Indian agent. It was 
ruled out on a puint of order, as was an 
amendment offered by Mr. Bowers, lio- 
publicaii of California, against the guard- 
ing or policing of forest reservations or 
national parks wi'h troops. 


Soldiers, Mr. Bowers said, prevented 


visitors to Yellowstone park from hunt- 
ing or fishing without permits, yet on ft 
recent visit to the park he ascertained 
that tho soldiers themselves had slaught- 
ered hundreds of deer. 


Moat of the new provisions in the 


bill, including those for the appoint- 
ment of paymasters from the line of tbe 
army, and for commutation of quarters 
to officers doing duty at stations where 
the 
quarters are inadequate

stricken out on points of order.

DYNAMITE 
EXPLOSION. 


Many Persons Killed—Hundreds of 


Houses in Ruins. 


JouANNKSiiuiiti, Fobruary 19,—An ex 
losiou of dynamite has occurred at 
'ieudendrop and the poor quarter of 
10 town has been blown to pieces. 
Juudredsof houses are iu ruins and the 
avoc wrought is fearful. A number of 
ergons have been killed, and the uopu- 
ace has turned out en masse and is 
working to rescue thoae who may be 
uried in the ruins. The windows of 
very house ia Johannesburg were 
roken by the explosion. 
The dynamite which caused the catas- 
rophe filled eight trucks, which were 
jeing shunted. The explosion caused 
a immense 
hole thirty feet deep, 


^yery house within a radius of half a 
lile of the explosion was razed to the 
round. Forty dead, nearly all terribly 
mtilated, have already been taken 
•om the ruins, but-tbe work of Beardi- 
ng the debris has scarcely begun. 
Two hundred of the most severely in- 
ured were admitted to the hospital, 
here several died. It is believed a few 
lute persons were killed.

ive progress. There are only five men 
mployed at present, but they have 
made quite considerable changes in the 
timed portion ,of the structure. Ceil- 
nga, arches and party walls are coming 
way piecemeal, and the available por- 
on of the debris is being gathered up 
nto barrels for future use. Practically 
ie whole of the tiling has been taken 
p and thu uninjured tiles have been

"I expect to employ about twenty 
en a day, on the average, wnen wo get 
work on thia job," said Contractor 
icCann to a reporter. "We cannot put 


anything like that number till the 
uiovul of the debris ia completed. But, 
i you can see, thia is going on in great 
tape."

GAVE HIMSELF UP. 


DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Forty-four Bodies Removed From a 


Burning Building. 


Ijisnox, February 19.—At a masked 


ball given by tbe Artiata' club of Kan 
Taren, fire broke out shortly before 
midnight and spread witli great rapid- 
ity. 
A terrible panic followed the first 


alarm and all present rushed for the ex- 
its, which were soon jammed with terri- 
fied people. Despairing of escaping by 
any other moans, men, women and 
children jumped from the windows, se- 
riously injuring themselves.' Friends of 
the revelers rushed into the burning 
building later to aid in the work oi res- 
cue, ana many of them were caught by 
the flames before they could make their 
way out. Thus far forty-four bodies have 
been recovered. 


All of the bodies of the victims thus 


far recovered, except one, are those of 
women and girls. 
Kins Carlos and Queen Ainelie will 


go to Suntarein tomorrow to assist tbe 
families of the victims of tbe fire. 


PLANTERS MUST GRIND CANE 
The Captain General of Cuba Or- 


ders Them to Commence at Once. 
HAVANA, February 19.—The governor 


of Matanzae bus issued a circular stat- 
ing that tbe captain general has decided 
that the planters in that province must 
start grinding cane at once, and that 
they should organize, at their own ex- 
pense, an armed body of men for tbe 
nrotection of their property, which 
forcp, it is added, will be assisted by the 
gaverntntmt guerrillas and the regular 
army. The circular makes-it under- 
stood that it is the duty of tho planters 
to help the government iu this manner. 
The latter will pay tho guerrillas for their 
services, and will furnish the necessary 
arms and ammunition for tbe plantation 
guards.
